session of 54th congress was an occasion 
of unusual brilliancy and interest, '/he 
opening day is always a galla affair, 
marking the olnoal inaugural of the social 
as well as the political season in Wash- 
ington, bot today was all the more inter, 
citing because of the long, hard-fought 
political battle which was waged daring 
tUo recess. 


Tlie Brilliant Scene. 


The weather is perfect. The »ceno is a 


biue sky, the air mild, the sun glinting 
from the facades of the marble walls of 
the public buildings on capitol hill. The 
massive marble structure, with classic 
outlines and huge white dome surmounted 
by i he great bronze statute of liberty 
gleamod like alabaster white across the 
wide plaza, and the golden dome of the 
new library flared and flamed. 


Thronging op the £1111. 


Throngs were streaming up the hill to 


witness the opening ceremonies and 
formed an unorganized civic page ant 
Gay equipages, with rattling chains and 
prancing horses, cenveyed the diplomats 
and- iashionablee in official life. These 
elegant turnouts were side by side with 
one-horse, ramshackle eabs conveying leg- 
islators and visitors, who cared nothing 
for out ward show. 
Unnumbered thous- 


sands moved up Pennsylvania avenue 
afoot and on the street cars. 


The Gay Greetings. 


Then came the throngs in corridors and 


the gay greeting and the people poshing 
for admission to the galleries. There were 
animated seenes on the floor of the house 
and senate and demonstrations for con- 
spicuously prominent statesmen, besides 
the bu'z which marked tha entrance of 
faocial lights in the reserved galleries. 
J.as>t'i.v came the drop of the gavel and the 
regular ceremonies attending the opening 
ofthe session and tho reception of the

congress. 


The Senate Kendy. 


Ia the senate the roll call showed 


seventy present.

Mr. Iilorrill first suggested business by

He yielded, 
howe% er, to Mr. Hoar's suggestion that 
all business be deferred aa a matter of 
courte <y till the president and house be 
communicated vith. Thereupon at 12.15 
o'clock the senate took a recess till 1 
o'clock. 


Tlie House lu Shape. 


In the house the rol1 call showed 271 


present. As soon as S;;eaker Heed an- 
nounced the house was ready to proceed 
with business a dozen members demanded 
recognition, but the speaker first received 
the usual message from the senate stating 
that it was ready for business. 


J. William Stock was sworn as a mem- 


ber of the seventh congressional district 
of South Carolina and th« credentials of 
Charles Boatner of the fifth Louisiana 
district was also read.

event be perverted from the purpose of 
Its exaction from our people. The pay- 
ment, therefore, of any deficiency In the 
revenue from this fund is nothing more 
than its proper and legitimate use. 


I am more convinced than ever that wo 


can have no assured financial peace and 
safety until the government currency ob- 
ligation upon which gold may be de- 
manded from the treasury are withdrawn 
from 
circulation and canceled. 
This 
might be done, as has been heretofore 
recommended, by their exchange for lonff 
.term bonds bearing a low rate of inter- 
est or bj' their redemption with the pro- 
reeds of eucli bonde. Even if only the 
United States notes known as greenbacks 
were thus retired, It is probable that the 
treasury notts issued in payment of sil- 
ver purchase" under th» act of Jrly 14, 
!?!». now paid in gold when demanded, 
would not create much disturbance, as 
they might from time to time, when re- 
ceived in the treasury by redemption in 
Bold or otherwise, bo gradually and pru- 
dently replaced by silver coin. 


This plan of issuing bonds for tho pur- 


pose of redemption certainly appears to 
be the most effective and direct path to 
the needed icform. In default of this, 
however, it would be a step In the right 
direction if currency obligations redeem- 
able in gold whenever so redeemed, shnuid 
be cancelled instead of being reissued. 
This operation would be a slow remedy, 
but It would improve present conditions. 
National banks should redeem their own 
notes. They should be allowed to issue 
circulation to the par value of bonds de- 
posits as security for i'.s redemption, and 
the tax on their circulation should be re- 
duced to one-fourth of 1 per cent.

That was .contrary to the fict of 


human brotherhood and It had to be 
abolished before a Christian brotherhood 
could be realized.

the proper romedy. 
This theory has 


made deep inroads on society and it is the 


i duty of Christian people to show the 


wickedness of it.

and labor. These are held to be enemies 
and capital thinks it has a right to go into 
;he market and buy labor as it would buy 
pig iron, while labor feels that it has a

j ble point. The theory of absolute owner-

Now what position must the church 


take in regard to these things. She has 
set heracli'upas the exemplar of Jesus 
Christ on earth.

The pate keepera 
were warned not to.repair the gates or 
collect any more toll under penalty of 
being- burned out. The mob passed 
through this city at 2 o'clock Sunday 
moiuing- enroute for Macksville, and 
they destroyed every toll gate on the 
lino of march. At Salt River, one 
mile from here, Dave Barnett, a gate 
keeper, was made to chop down hid 
own gate, and he was told to notify 
the turnpike directors that if the gato 
was repaired and money collected the 
raiders would not only burn the 
toll 
house, but also the private 


property of the board of directors. 
These men have ordered the gates re- 
paired and toll will be collected by an, 
armed gsard. The same warning was 
given at some of the other gates. Over 
300 toll gates have been burned or 
chopped down since the turnpike war 
began in Washington county threa 
months ago and as yet only five arrests 
have been made. No convictions re- 
sulted from these. The (rates destroyed 
represent 1.500 miles of turnpike valued 
at $4,000,000 and the state and county 
authorities have furnished DO protec- 
tion whatever.

BRYAN'S BOOK. 


Its Title Will Be "The First Battle"-- 


His Uea»enB for Writing It. 


Lincoln, Web., Dec. 7.—It has just 


been learned that the title of William 
J. Bryan's book is to be the "The First 
Battle." In the preface, lie states his 
reasons tor writing the book injj the 
following words; "The campaign of 
18»6 was a remarkable one, whether 
•si? measure it by the magnitude of the 
issues involved or by the depth of in- 
terest aroused. I have been led to un- 
dertake the present work by a dojii-e 
felt by myself and expressed by others 
to have the more important incidents 
of the campaign put into permanent 
form for the convenience of those who 
have taken part in tha contest and for 
the use of those who shall hereafter 
desire to review the struggle. Tho 
amount of work done by the advocates 
of free coinage is beyond computation 
and the number of those who took an 
active part in the contest too great for 
enumeration. 
These facts, together 


with the difficulty of choosing between 
go many meritorious speeches, have 
compelled me to limit the quotations 
to the addresses made and papers is- 
sued by persons standing in an official 
or semi-official capacity and to the 
principal speeches delivered by myself. 
I have added a brief history of the 
campaign, including a decision of the 
election returns and the significance 
thereof. 
It has also boe'n thought 


best to iiarrata the part taken by me 
in tine silver agitation p>-ior to the con- 
vention, and at the request of the pub- 
lishers I have included a biographical 
sketch, written by Mrs. Bryan." It is 
understood here that the publishers 
will issue the book in tho early part 
of January.

Strikers Threaten the Forest Coal Com- 


pany's Fiant at Arclibald. 


Scranton, Pa., iJec. 7.—Detectives 


and deputy sheriffs are on guard to 
protect the breaker and other property 
of the Forest Coal company, near 
Archbald, from the threats oi nearly 
100 miners and laborers who went on 
strike Saturday. The men claim they 
are asi»es6ed 6 1-2 cents ior every ton of 
coal they mine to pay the wages of 
thre« men who are set to oversee them 
u.t their work of robbing pillars in a 
drift. When they struck they pre- 
vented other employes from putting 
the mines in operatiDD.

sion of the 54th congress convened at 
uoon to-day with tha usual cere- 
monies. The visitors' galleries in both 
tho senate and the house were fairly 
well occupied when the session opened, 
and in the diplomatic gallery a num- 
ber of foreign 
representatives sat 


awaiting with much interest the read- 
ing of the president's message. On 
several of the senators' desks were 
floral 
pieces, 
and 
one 
particu- 


larly elaborate piece rested on Vice- 
President Stevenson's desk. Flowers 
wera also plentifully in evidence in the 
house. Before 
the session opened 


there was the usual exchange of con- 
gratulations or condolences, as the 
case might be, over the results of the 
elections. 


Immigration Bill First la Order. 


When the last session closed the 


house immigration bill had and now 
has the right of way in'He senate. It 
is the unfinished business and will be 
called up pro forma at the expiration 
of the morning hour Although known 
as the house bill on the calendar as re- 
ported to the senate by Mr. Lodge, it 
is a materially different measure, all 
of the house provisions having- been 
stricken out except the enacting clause 
and a new bill substituted. This bill 
will be called up to-mi-rrow by Sena- 
tors Lodge and Chandler, who desire 
to push it to a vote as quickly as possi- 
ble. 
As the bi1! csme from the house, 


it provided not only for the exclusion 
of immigrants who could not fill tno 
educational test, but went at some 


j length into the regulating of alien 
1 contract labor. Mr. Lodge's substi- 
tute provides for what is known as the 
educational test and excludes all per- 
sons over 14 years of age who cannot 
read and xvrite the language of their 
mother country or some other country, 
except that an aged parson not so able 
who IB a parent or grandparent of an 
admlssable immijrraiit may accompany 
or be Kent by such immigrant. 
For 


the purpose of testing the capability of 
the immigrant to read and write a ci- 
tation of five lines from the constitu- 
tion of the United States is to be used, 
printed In the various languages of the 
immigrants. 


New Dates for Bpocta! Orders. 


An effort will be made to secure new 


dates for the consideration of special 
orders that were not reached during 
the last session. These measures com- 
ing now under this preferred head are 
senaxe bill 1013, to prevent the dese- 
cration of the national flag; house bill 
3,206, to amend the act to prevent the 
extermination of fur-bearing animals 
of Alaska; house bill 678, to reduce the 
cases in which the penalty ol dealli 
may be inflicted, and senate }oint reso- 
lution pioposing an amendment to the 
constitution providing for tiie elcc'iion 
of senators by popular vote. An im- 
portant local bill which has developed 
a bitter fight is the Detroit bridge bilk 
for a bridge across the Detroit river. 
It was postponed at the last sewm 
until the first Monday in December, in 
addition to the 
appropriation bills 


there are several measures that will 
contend with each 
other for the 


right of way. Prominent among these 
are the bills to refund the 1'aciSc rail- 
road debt; to admit the teriiloriea of 
New Mexico and Arizona; aiithoruing 
the secretary of the navy to enlist ad- 
ditional men, now pending in the sen- 
ate on a motion to reconsider the vote 
by which it was passed; Mr. IXvvis' 
resolution relative to the :ibser1;oi and 
enforcement OL the Monroe doctrine; 
R bill to facilitate the construction nl" a 
ca1)le between this country and the re- 
public of Hawaii; providing-for a uni- 
form classification andgiiuung; of agri- 
cultural products, and one providing 
for the reorganization of the cousiJiu' 
and diplomatic service. 


JSonge ol Representatives* 


In the house of representatives the 


swearing in of two new members was 
tho first to engage the attention of 
Speaker read and tho house—Messrs. 
lioatncr of Louisiana and .Stokco oi! 
Sout'i Carolina. These gr>utlc:nent en- 
joy the very unusual distinction of 
having tv. ice received certificates of 
election to one congress. At the last 
session their seats were declared va- 
cant, but the contestants did not suc- 
ceed in establishing their lights there- 
to, and new elections wore ordered to 
fill die vacancies. Since oon^re.ss ad- 
jouined another 
vacancy 
has oc- 


curred—that occasioned by the death 
of ex-Speaker Crisp. His son, who \\as 
his father'h tferk, has been nominated 
to fill the unexpired term, but the 
election will not be held until the 10th 
instant. Mr. Bliie, chairman of tiie 
sub-committee of tho committee on ap- 
propriations, at a suitable opportunity, 
will report the general pension bi'.l to 
the house, and announce a day for its 
consideration. This will doubloss, be 
early in the week. The rules of the 
house provide that all business on the 
calendar shall retain its place through- 
out an entire congress, so that adjourn- 
ment from one session to another 
means no more than 
adjournment 


from day to day. 
The programme of 


business for the first week of the ses- 
sion will depend upon the develop- 
ments from day to day, of committee 
action and recommendation, liefore 
the week closes, however, the legisla- 
tive, executive and judical appropria- 
tion bill will be reported and placed on 
the calendar, and on Friday night 
there will be the usual session for the 
consideration ot private pension bills.
